Peace meeting in tepee

WOUNDED KNEE, SD. (AP) — 
Peace talks in a tepee were scheduled 
today at Wounded Knee, a hamlet held 
since Tuesday by militant Indians who 
have burned a government proposal to 
end the armed stand-off. 
The Justice Department proposed 
late Sunday that the 200 Indians who 
invaded Wounded Knee could depart 
Plane crash 
fatal to 53 
NANTES, France (AP) — Two 
London-bound 
Spanish 
airliners 
collided in flight near here today and 
one crashed, killing at least 53 persons. 
The other made an emergency landing 
at a military air base at Cognac, 125 
miles away. 
The wreckage of an Iberia Airlines 
twin jet DC9 was found spread over a 
wide area of agricultural land. It had 
been Flight 504 from Mahon, on Mi­ 
norca Island, to London via Palma. 
The other plane was a Coronado four- 
jet plane belonging to the Spanish 
charter company Spantex. It had been 
due in London half an hour after the 
accident happened. 
It was not immediately known how 
many people were aboard the planes. 
They can carry a total of about 265 pas­ 
sengers. 
The accident occurred while the air 
routes over France were in the control 
of the military, who took over from 
civilian technicians after they went on 
strike two weeks ago. 
The collision apparently happened at 
high altitude. The Coronado made it to 
Cognac trailing smoke and the passen­ 
gers were evacuated safely, officials 
there said.

HOWE, Idaho (AP) — Federal of­ 
ficials planned an inspection today of 
the scene of a mountain roundup where 
Humane Society officials say one of the 
area’s last wild horse herds was 
destroyed. 
Bureau of Land Management of­ 
ficials in Boise said the carcasses of 8 
to IO horses were found at the bottom of 
a 200-foot cliff about HO miles west of 
Idaho Falls. 
The officials would not comment on 
the destroyed animals, found at the 
9,000-foot level of the Lemhi Mountains, 
but said at least 30 other horses were 
forced down the mountains with their 
nostrils wired to restrict breathing and 
render them controllable. 


with no threat of arrest beginning at IO 
a.m. EST today. 
The federal offer stipulated the In­ 
dians must depart without their 
weapons and that only males must 
identify themselves as they 
pass 
through federal lines. 
Federal officials said a grand jury 
investigation at a later date would 
determine if charges were warranted. 
The Indians, led by officials of the 
American Indian Movement, jeered at 
the proposal in their camp Sunday 
night. They burned the paper on which 
the offer was written. 
“We decided the Indian people are 
more important to us than jail terms," 
said Carter Camp, an AIM leader. 
“We’ve got to force the government to 
come to terms with us.” 
About the same time, the Indians 
offered a peace proposal under which 
they would remain in this village where 
146 Sioux and 31 U.S. soldiers died in an 
1890 showdown. 
The Indians also proposed ne­ 
gotiations for supplies and said that 
any federal arraignments or legal 
actions should be held here. They asked 
all civil rights and peace movement 
volunteers to gather here. 
The Indians’ announcement Sunday 
of their determination to stay here 
came after a meeting with New York 
attorney William 
Kunstler, who 
arrived earlier in the day. 
Late Sunday, a Justice Department 
spokesman declined comment on the 
AIM proposal and announced that 
peace talks started Sunday would 
resume at noon EST today in a tepee. 
The tepee is on no-man’s land between 
the Indian outposts and the perimeter 
of 150 federal lawmen surrounding 
Wounded Knee. 


( LARK AIR BASE. Philippines (AP) 
— The Viet Cong released 34 more 
prisoners of war in Hanoi today, in­ 
cluding the only foreign woman held by 
the Communists, and a U.S. Air Force 
hospital plane brought them to Clark 
Air Base for a presidential welcome. 
President Ferdinand E. Marcos was 
on hand because two Filipino employes 
of the Voice of America were among 
those freed, along with 27 American 
military men, three American civilians 
and two West German medical 
workers. 
One of the Germans was nurse 
Monika Schwinn, 30, who was captured 
near Da Nang April 27. 1969. 
It was the second prisoner release in 
two days. On Sunday, the North 
Vietnamese freed 106 Americans and 
two Thais in Hanoi. 
First off the plane today was the 
ranking American military member of 
the group, Army Capt. Stephen R. 
Leopold, 28, of Milwaukee, Wis. 
“My God, you don’t know how good it 
is to be free, how good it is to be home, " 
he said in a brief speech. 
The POWs were dressed in the same 
gray shirts and dark slacks that other 
prisoners who have returned from 
Hanoi have worn. 
All but one of the American military 
men smartly saluted the American flag 
before stepping down the ramp to be 
greeted by Marcos, Adm. Noel Gayler, 
commander in chief of U.S. forces in 
the Pacific; U.S. Ambassador Henry A 
Byroade, and the commander of the 
13th Air Force, Lt. Gen. William G. 
Moore Jr. 
Marine Sgt. Frank E. Cius Jr., 36, 
who was captured June 3, 1967, saluted 
Gayler as he stepped down but not the 
colors. He was the only POW to be 
released so far for whom the military 
has not announced a home town. They 
said this was done at the request of his 
family. 
Also on the flight were five members 
of the armed forces radio television 
network captured in Hue during the Tet 
offensive on Feb. 3, 1968. 
They were Marine Capt. James V. 
Dibernardo, 38. of Mission Viejo, Calif.. 
commander of the unit, Army Spec. 5 
Jose M. Astorga, 22, of San Diego, 
Calif.; Army S.Sgt. John A. Deering, 
30, of Durham, N.C., Army S.Sgt. 
Harry L. Ettmueller, 29, of Pleasant­ 
ville, N.J., and M.Sgt. Donat Joseph 
Gouin, 44, of Lima, Ohio. 
The three American civilians were 
Clodeon Adkins, 57, of Homeland, 
Calif., Michael Dennis Benge, 37, of 
Heppner, Ore. and Lawrence J. Stark. 
37, of Chicago, 111. All were captured 
during the Tet offensive in 1968. 
Miss Schwinn, who was working for 
the Maltese Aid Service Mission w?hen 
she was captured, managed a brief 
smile as she stepped into the glare of 
the television lights.

disappeared as the two men were

Nixon seeks $2.3 billion 
for new community grants 
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WASHINGTON (AP) — Declaring 
that the cities’ hour of crisis has 
passed, President Nixon says he wants 
$2.3 billion for broad community- 
development revenue-sharing grants to 
state and local government. 
In a radio speech Sunday previewing 
a special message to be submitted to 
the Senate and House this week, Nixon 
said his latest budget eliminates seven 
urban-development program s and 
suspends four housing programs he 
described as outmoded and ineffective. 
To replace these, he urged Congress 
to enact a “Better Communities Act," 
saying: 
“This aid will have no strings at­ 
tached as long as it is used for com­ 
munity development. Your local 
leaders can go on spending it the way 
Washington was spending it if they like. 
But they would also be free to work out 
better plans without having to get 
Washington’s approval." 
Touching on other points that will be 
covered in the message, Nixon said: 
—“I propose that our states and 
communities be given the right to use a 
designated portion of the Highway 
Trust Fund for capital improvements 
in urban public transportation, in­ 
cluding improvements in bus and rapid 
rail systems. 
—“in the field of housing, we must 
stop programs that have been turning 
the 
federal 
government 
into a 
nationwide slumlord. One of my 
highest domestic priorities this year 
will be the development of new policies 
that eliminate waste and target aid to 
genuinely needy families. 
—•“Another key recommendation is 
our $110-million proposal to help state 
and local governments build up their 


administrative skills and planning ex­ 
pertise.’’ 
—Nixon called for the third year in a 
row for creation of a new “Department 
of Community Development” to “hold 
together programs which are now 
scattered 
among 
different 
de­ 
partments or agencies.” 
The President, who taped the speech, 
flew to Camp David, Md., Sunday with 
his personal secretary Rose Mary 
Woods, and his Florida neighbor, Bebe 
Rebozo, for an overnight stay.

runoff vote 


PARIS (AP) — France plunged into 
a week of political trading today after 
the Communist-Socialist alliance made 
the expected strong gains at the ex­ 
pense of President Georges Pom­ 
pidou's Gaullists in the first round 
Sunday of the National Assembly 
elections. 
The embattled Gaullists were trying 
to enlist the support of the centrist 
Reform Movement and other nonleftist 
opposition groups for the runoff next 
Sunday. Communist and Socialist 
leaders were working to swing Socialist 
voters behind the Communist can­ 
didates in districts where the latter ran 
ahead. 
Most Gaullist bigwigs were elected 
Sunday or went into the runoff, but that 
meant little. 
The returns from the first round were 
comparable to those in the first round 
of the 1967 elections, which the Gaull­ 
ists came out of with a majority of only 
one vote. They were way below the 
Gaullist landslide in 1968, after the May 
student 
riots, 
when 
droves 
of 
frightened French voters turned to 
President Charles de Gaulle to save 
them. 
The Communists and Socialists took 
40.5 per cent of the vote Sunday to 38.1 
per cent for the Gaullists and their 
allies and 12.5 per cent for the Reform 
Movement. The Gaullist share was 44 
per cent in the first round in 1968 and 
38.3 in 1967.

— Search operations are continuing 
near the rubble of a partially collapsed, 
apartment building where five con­ 
struction workers died and nine others 
are missing. 
Wrecking crews Sunday demolished 
a 24-story section of the structure so 
searchers would not be endangered, 
Fairfax County officials said. 
Another 24-story section has slabs of 
concrete dangling above the ground 
held by twisted sections of steel rein­ 
forcing rods.

But Pope Paul, 
having already eliminated such con­ 
sistory trappings as sword bearers, 
gentlemen in waiting and special 
robes, reduced the pomp of the oc­ 
casion more by concentrating them in 
one day. 
Three Americans were among the 
new cardinals— Archbishops Luis 
Aponte Martines, 50, of San Juan, 
Timothy Manning, 63, of Los Angeles, 
and Humberto Medeiros, 57, of Boston. 
Archbishop Aponte is the first Puerto 
Rican cardinal. 
It was the fourth consistory in the 10- 
year-old reign of Pope Paul, and it 
brought younger men and more nations 
into the church’s senate, which elects 
its popes. It also raised the total 
membership of the Sacred College to 
145 cardinals, its largest in history. 
The practice of keeping the identity 
of new cardinals secret by naming 
them “in pectore,” or within the pope’s 
breast, has been used from time to time 
when their public designation might 
endanger their safety.

We do not want to let the 
European currencies float upward as 
this would affect our competitiveness.” 
Other informants said there had been 
sentiment among the ministers for a 
float.

SANTIAGO, Chile (AP) - The 
moderate-conservative opposition to 
President Salvador Allende has 
retained control of the Chilean 
Congress, but failed to make the gains 
necessary to impeach the Marxist chief 
executive. 
With 50 per cent of the vote in Sun­ 
day’s election counted, the opposition 
had collected 53.62 per cent of the house 
of Deputies votes to 41 per cent for the 
leftist government coalition. The 
division was 56.79-41.50 per cent in the 
Senate races. A splinter party and 
spoiled ballots accounted for the other 
percentages.

Ambassador Cleo A. Noel Jr. and 
Charge d’Affaires G. Curtis Moore 
were carried from the blood-spattered 
Saudi Arabian Embassy on Sunday. 
The eight guerrillas surrendered to 
Sudanese authorities after holding out 
for 60 hours. 
The terrorists also killed the elgian 
charge d’affaires, Guy Eid, but freed 
Jordanian Charge Adley el Nasser, 
Saudi Ambassador Abdullah Malhouk 
and his wife unharmed. 
A band softly played Auld Lang Syne 
as the flag-draped coffins were lifted 
into the Boeing jet shortly after dawn, 
and the grieving families said goodbye 
to the long line of well wishers. 
Two U.S. Marines in dress blues 


flanked each casket, but otherwise 
there was no ceremony.

Prison letters filled 
with POW yearning

VIRGINIA BEACH, Va. (AP) - In 
letters filled with yearning for the lost 
years, a Navy flier promised his three 
daughters he’d make up for having 
deprived them of a father while he was 
a captive of the North Vietnamese. 
“ I remember well you were angry 
with me the last time I was gone a few 
months,” wrote LL Cmdr. Michael D. 
Christian to his 13-year-old daughter, 
Debbie, in a letter slipped from the 
Vietnamese prison dubbed “ The Hanoi 
Hilton.” 
“ Now with six years, you have a 
right to be pretty sore at me.” 
Christian, among the freed prisoners 
who landed Sunday in the Philippines, 
got the letters out several weeks ago 
through a POW released in the first 
group. 
For three years after he was shot 
down April 24. 1966, Christian was 
never allowed to write, and his family 
did not knowr he was alive. Since then, 
letters have been rare. 
The letters are also rare in that they 
are among the few ever written at 
length from a North Vietnam POW 
camp. For years Hanoi allowed only 
six lines and only recently have they 
allowed seven lines. 
'TH be a slow horse on a fast track 
for awhile but I’m counting on you to 
bring me up to speed with what ap­ 
pears to be a modern generation,” he 
wrote to Debbie. 
“ You must be so big now ... high 
school. W’ow! After looking at your last 
picture everyone (fellow POWs) tells 
me I d better get a shotgun.... I’ve 
recently heard bits and pieces of what 
my world is like now. I ’m counting on 
you to bring me up to speed with what 
appears to be a modern generation. I 
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doubt I will ever understand your 
language. You’ll have to teach me the 
1 
new words so we can communicate.” 
‘Tm very curious to things in which 
you have any interest, 
history, 
literature, homemaking, boys ... boys. 
There's a bet. Boys must be a part of 
your like by now. A teen-ager’s “ affair 
d’amour” —what a wonderful time of 
life....” 
“ When you see me, sweetheart, I 
hope to appear fairly normal. I think I 
am quite sound and normal....” 
Christian wrote his youngest child, 8 
year-old Pamela: 
“ How vividly I recall my little tiger 
bouncing around and into everything. 
You’re now four times older than when 
I last saw you. From your picture ... I 
see how pretty you are, and I am so 
very proud of all three of my beautiful 
daughters.” 
To eleven-year-old Sandy, he wrote: 
“ You’ll be an object of absolute 
fascination for me. I want to know 
everything that has happened to you. I 
want to know how and what you’re like, 
what you dislike, how you spend your 
time.”

Prater and Albert Pass, 58, a former 
union Executive Board member from 
Middlesboro, Ky., are the only two of 
seven persons arrested so far in the 
case yet to stand trial. 
Both were indicted on murder 
charges last July by a grand jury in 
Washington 
County, 
scene of 
the 
killings. 
Their trials were moved to Erie 
County, however, after their attorneys 
successfully argued that neither man 
could receive a fair trial in Washington 
County. 
In earlier separate trials Paul Gilly, 
38,

Cleveland, 
Ohio, 
housepainter. and Aubran W. “ Buddy" 
Martin were convicted and sentenced 
to death in the case. 


Prater was implicated in the mur­ 
ders by Silous Huddleston, 63, a former 
UMW local president from LaFollette 
who has pleaded guilty in the killings.

(AP)— An 
Indiana University study sponsored by 
the National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration shows more accidents 
are caused by faulty braking systems 
than by faulty tires, lights or other 
automobile parts.

The study was conducted by Kent B. 
Joscelyn, director of the Institute for 
Research in Public Safety, and John R. 
Treat, head of the institute’s accident 
research division. They investigated 
more than 1,000 accidents in the 
Bloomington and Monroe County 
areas. 
The researchers said braking and 
other mechanical problems caused 6 
per cent of the accidents and may have 
contributed to 27 per cent. 


Other causes of accidents included 
bald or underinflated tires, faulty 
lights and signals and excessive play in 
steering wheels. 


The findings were reported to the 
General Motors special safety com­ 
mittee at Milford, Mich. 


“ Motorists driving older cars should 
be cautioned not to allow their brake 
drums to be machined during the brake 
repair progress without first checking 
to make sure that this has not been 
done too many times previously,” 
Treat said. 


“ If this is done too many times to a 
particular brake drum, it is possible 
that the wheel cylinder pistons may 
have to extend so far that they can 
actually ‘pop out,* and allow hydraulic 
fluid to escape."

Tequila resembles pineapple

The growing American interest in 
tequila, 
main

Margarita cocktail, recalls a holiday I 
spent in Mixico some months ago. A 
side trip took me to the picturesque 
mile-high state of Jalisco, home of 
Mexico's national drink. 
Driving through fields of orange- 
colored marigolds under brilliant blue 
skies was a memorable experience. 
First hint that we were nearing tequila 
country was a vista of blue and green 
fields. They were carpeted with the 
tequila plant which grows in endless 
rows over Jalisco's hills and valleys, 
■The tequila plant is a member of the 
agave family, I learned when I called 
4 the venerable E l Toro distillery in 
the little town of Adrenal. The plant 
resembles a huge pineapple with spike- 
like leaves about three feet high. 
Tequila plants, set about 3 feet apart, 
are cut (town and harvested the year 
round. The plant lakes from eight to IO 
years to mature by which time the 
heart, the only part used by the 
distillers, weighs from 40 up to 200 
pounds. 
Jaim ie Ruiz, the distillery manager 
who took over from his father and his 
grandfather 
before 
him, 
took 
me 
through the plant built of adobe bricks. 
First step 
is to bake the tequila 
hearts in large ovens until they turn 
brown. After they have cooled, the 
hearts are crushed land the juice ex­ 
tracted. The liquid is allowed to fer­ 
ment for 72 hours in 500-gallon wooden 
vats, then distilled again in copper pot 
stills. 
The liquid is stored in oak barrels 
holding about 50 gallons each and 


allowed to mature up to six years. The 
quality depends on the age. 
The traditional method of drinking 
tequila in Mexico is a fascinating 
ritual. A Mexican will wet his hand at 
the base of his thumb and sprinkle salt 
on it. He will then hold a glass of te­ 
quila between thumb and forefinger. 
Then using the same hand, he places 
a quarter of a lime between forefinger 
and index finger. Finally, in three 
quick motions, he licks the salt, tosses 
down the tequila and sinks his teeth 
into the lime. 
The average North American might 
find this method of drinking a little 
confusing, 
but 
fortunately 
an 
imaginative Mexican 
bartender in­ 
vented the Margarita cocktail, which is 
beginning to rival 
the 
martini 
in 
popularity in some U.S. bars. Here is a 
recipe for this unusual drink. 
1*2 ounce tequila 
4 ounce Triple Sec 
I ounce fresh lime or lemon juice 
Shake with shaved ice. 
Before 
drinking, moisten the rim of your 
cocktail glass with lime of lemon rind, 
then spin moistened r.m in a bed of salt 
and sip over salted edge. Good with 
anchovy and hardboiled egg slices on 
toast.

We say this because in 
“ Brennan’s New’ Orleans Cookbook, 
published over a dozen years ago. the 
ice cream is omitted.

We think this is a great improvement.

We make one change of our own in 
the recipe: nutmeg is used instead of 
cinnamon. And here’s a tip: once you 
start making the dish, don’t remove it 
from the heat until directed — even to 
answer the phone.

It may be winter, but Nye and his 
department are gearing up for a record 
season in the system of 61 year-round 
state parks spread around Ohio. 
There will be some new facilities this 


year and some expanded amenities for 
1973*5 expected record visitor rush 
normally running at full flood from 
May 30 through Labor Day. 
There were 40 million last year 2 
million more than the previous year 
but Nye said adverse weather ham­ 
pered attendance. This year, with more 
parks and facilities and with good 
weather, he said, he is confident (rf the 
projected record.

State Park near St. Clairsville which 
has a new beach, a parking area near 
the beach, picnic areas, and roads to 
service them.

Industry Week said that while 
demand for steel is heavy it is intense 
only for products, mainly sheets and 
strip, that make up about two-thirds of 
mill shipments. 
“ Ironically, it’s on sheets and strip 
that the price line is being held,” it 
added. "F o r the second time, the 
guarantee of prices on these products 


has been extended-this time until June 
I . ” 
The magazine said the strong raw 
steel production in January was not 
limited to the United States. 
“ Increases in January this year over 
January 1972 were recorded in all 
except three of the24 countries that are 
members of the International Iron Sc 
Steel Institute.” it continued. 
Industry' Week estimated last week s 
raw steel production in the United 
States at 2.929.000 net tons compared 
with the preceding week’s 2,908.000 
tons. 
"W ith steel mills backing away from 
offerings of high-priced scrap, the 
upward trend in scrap prices has been 
reversed,” Industry Week said.

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Your O hio Income Tax 


These are the most frequently asked 
questions about the new Ohio personal 
income tax prepared 
by 
the Ohio 
Department of Taxation. 
Q 
I am an employer who pays 
bonuses. Do I withhold the Ohio income 
tax and at what rate? 
A. Withholding agents should use at 
least a 2 per 
cent 
flat 
rate for 
w ithholding on supplemental payments 
such as bonuses, commissions and 
compensation other than regular 
wages and salaries. 
Q. I live in West Virginia and work in 
Ohio. Do I owe Ohio any income tax? 
A No. wages and compensation will 
be taxed in the state of residence. This 
is in conformity with the Reciprocal 
Agreement which means that residents 
of Ohio working in a reciprocal state or 
a resident of a reciprocal state working 
in Ohio pay the tax in the state where 
they live. 
Q. What are the states with which 
Ohio has reciprocity? 
A. The states are: Michigan, In­ 
diana, Kentucky, West Virginia and 
Pennsylvania. Note: Ohio entered into 
the agreement with Pennsylvania 
during 1972 which wasn’t effective until 
January I, 1973. 
Q. I am a Michigan resident who 
worked in Ohio and mistakenly had the 
Ohio tax qithheld. Will I be able to 
obtain a refund from Ohio and if so 
how? 
A. Yes, you will be able to receive a 
refund from Ohio. The procedure to be 
used is to file the Ohio return, in­ 
dicating that you are a resident of the 
reciprocal state and ow e no tax to Ohio. 
Q. 
I am an Ohio resident who 
receives income from rental property 
located outside the state on which I pay 
that state's income tax. Do I also have 
to pay the Ohio income tax? 
A. No, residents of Ohio may take a 
credit against the tax for income 
subjected to a tax in another state. The 
credit will be the same proportion as 
the income taxed in another state is to 
the Ohio Adjusted Gross Income. 
Q. Is there a credit for nonresident 
taxpayers also? 
A. Yes, the credit is in proportion to 
the income allocated outside Ohio 
bears to the total Ohio adjusted gross 
income. Note: For special instructions 
on allocation write to: State of Ohio, 
Department of Taxation, P. O. Box 
2476, Columbus, Ohio 43216.

D ifficulty in Sw allow ing 


I have noticed that for the past few 
years I have more and more difficulty 
in swallowing large pieces of meat and, 
particularly, dry food. 
How do I go about finding the reason 
for this so that this unpleasant feeling 
will not get worse?

Dear Mr. N.: 
The 
problem 
of 
difficulty 
in 
swallowing is known as dysphagia. 
Often, people can actually point to 
the exact spot in the chest where they 
think the food becomes stuck. This is 
helpful to the doctor who now pursues 
his studies to find the basic reason. 
Occasionally, children are born with 
congenital defects and anatomical 
deformities. 
Their 
difficulty 
in 
swallowing is recognized immediately 
and steps must be take to remove the 
condition. 
Adults who develop dysphagia may 
have obstruction for a variety of 
reasons. 
Sometimes, there occurs a small 
pouch, or diverticulum , 
of 
the 
esophagus that carries food from the 
mouth to the stomach. A weakness of 
the muscular wall of the esophagus is 
responsible for this. 
TTiere are also many neurological 
and unusual medical conditions which, 
strangely, are responsible for difficulty 
in swallowing. 
A hiatus hernia and a local in­ 
flammation of the lining 
of the 
esophagus are other reasons for the 
problem you describe. 
There are many precise and ex­ 
cellent methods for studying the 
reasons for dysphagia. 
It is possible to do the most delicate 


studies of the lining of the esophagus by 
X ray. An instrument can be placed 
directly into the esophagus. Through 
this, biopsies of tissue can be made. 
X-ray movies can show the speed 
with which food passes through. With 
these and other exact tests, the basic 
cause for dysphagia is easily deter­ 
mined. Only in this way can persistent 
difficulty in swallowing be adequately 
treated. 


I had an accident and broke three 
ribs. Then I was told that air seeped 
around my lungs. 
I am only 18 years old. Does this 
mean that I will be left with a per­ 
manent hole in my lungs? 
JLS., Pa. 
Dear J.: 
I will try to clarify the problem you 
present and help reassure you that this 
condition will probably not affect you 
for the rest of your life. 
You have had what is known as 
pneumothorax, 
meaning 
an 
ac­ 
cumulation of air around the lungs that 
temporarily stays pocketed within the 
chest. 
An injury to the chest wall, with or 
without a fracture of the ribs, can 
cause air to escape from the lungs and 
lie in the chest wall. 
There are also a number of com­ 
plicated lung conditions that can cause 
spontaneous pneumothorax without 
any related injury. 
Sometimes artificial pneumothorax 
is created for the treatment of some 
types of tuberculosis. 
You need not be concerned that you 
have been left with any permanent 
problem, once the condition is healed.

Com m unist and Socialist 
leaders were working to swing Socialist 
voters behind the Communist can­ 
didates in districts where the latter ran 
ahead. 
Most Gaullist bigwigs were elected 
Sunday or went into the runoff, but that 
meant little. 


The returns from the first round were 
comparable to those in the first round 
of the 1967 elections, which the Gaull­ 
ists came out of with a m ajority of only 
one vote.

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Prison letters 
with POW 
filled

VIRGINIA BEACH, Va. (AP) - In 
letters filled with yearning for the lost 
years, a Navy flier promised his three 
daughters he’d make up for having 
deprived them of a father while he was 
a captive of the North Vietnamese. 
“ I remember well you were angry 
with me the last time I was gone a few 
months,” wrote Lt. Cmdr. Michael D. 
Christian to his 13-year-old daughter, 
Debbie, in a letter slipped from the 
Vietnamese prison dubbed “ The Hanoi 
Hilton.” 
“ Now with six years, you have a 
right to be pretty sore at me.” 
Christian, among the freed prisoners 
who landed Sunday in the Philippines, 
got the letters out several weeks ago 
through a POW released in the first 
group. 
For three years after he was shot 
down April 24, 1966, Christian was 
never allowed to write, and his family 
did not know he was alive. Since then, 
letters have been rare. 
The letters are also rare in that they 
are among the few ever written at 
length from a North Vietnam POW 
camp. For years Hanoi allowed only 
six lines and only recently have they 
allowed seven lines. 
“ I’ll be a slow horse on a fast track 
for awhile but I’m counting on you to 
bring me up to speed with what ap­ 
pears to be a modern generation,” he 
wrote to Debbie. 
“ You must be so big now ... high 
school. Wow! After looking at your last 
picture everyone (fellow POWS) tells 
me I’d better get a shotgun.... I’ve 
recently heard bits and pieces of what 
my world is like now. I’m counting on 
you to bring me up to speed with what 
appears to be a modern generation. I 
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yearning 


doubt I will ever understand your 
language. You’ll have to teach me the 
new words so we can communicate.” 
“ I’m very curious to things in which 
you have any 
interest, 
history, 
literature, homemaking, boys ... boys. 
There’s a bet. Boys must be a part of 
your like by now. A teen-ager’s “ affair 
d’amour” —what a wonderful time of 
life....” 
“ When you see me, sweetheart, I 
hope to appear fairly normal. I think I 
am quite sound and normal....” 
Christian wrote his youngest child, 8- 
year-old Pamela: 
“ How vividly I recall my little tiger 
bouncing around and into everything. 
You’re now four times older than when 
I last saw you. From your picture ... I 
see how pretty you are, and I am so 
very proud of all three of my beautiful 
daughters.” 
To eleven-year-old Sandy, he wrote: 
“ You’ll be an object of absolute 
fascination for me. I want to know 
everything that has happened to you. I 
want to know how and what you’re like, 
what you dislike, how you spend your 
time.”

1969. 
Prater and Albert Pass, 58, a former 
union Executive Board member from 
Middlesboro, Ky., are the only two of 
seven persons arrested so far in the 
case yet to stand trial. 
Both were indicted on murder 
charges last July by a grand jury in 
Washington 
County, 
scene of 
the 
killings. 
Their trials were moved to Erie 
County, however, after their attorneys 
successfully argued that neither man 
could receive a fair trial in Washington 
County. 
In earlier separate trials Paul Gilly,

housepainter, and Aubran W. “ Buddy” 
Martin were convicted and sentenced 
to death in the case. 


Prater was implicated in the mur­ 
ders by Silous Huddleston, 63, a former 
UMW local president from LaFollette 
who has pleaded guilty in the killings.

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Faulty brakes major cause 
of m any highw ay crashes 


BLOOMINGTON, Ind. (AP)— An 
Indiana University study sponsored by 
the National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration shows more accidents 
are caused by faulty braking systems 
than by faulty tires, lights or other 
automobile parts. 
The driver and road conditions, 
however, still cause most accidents, 
the two-year study reports. 
The study was conducted by Kent B. 
Joscelyn, Erector of the Institute for 
Research in Public Safety, and John R. 
Treat, head of the institute’s accident 
research division. They investigated 
more than 1,(X)0 accidents in the 
Bloomington and Monroe County 
areas. 
The researchers said braking and 
other mechanical problems caused 6 
per cent of the accidents and may have 
contributed to 27 per cent. 


Other causes of accidents included 
bald or underinflated tires, faulty 
lights and signals and excessive play in 
steering wheels. 


The findings were reported to the 
General Motors special safety com­ 
mittee at Milford, Mich. 


“ Motorists driving older cars should 
be cautioned not to allow their brake 
drums to be machined during the brake 
repair progress without first checking 
to make sure that this has not been 
done too many times previously,” 
Treat said. 


“ If this is done too many times to a 
particular brake drum, it is possible 
that the wheel cylinder pistons may 
have to extend so far that they can 
actually ‘pop out,’ and allow hydraulic 
fluid to escape.”

Sen. Russell Long proves 
top-notch finance chief 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Russell B. 
Long’s 24-year Senate career has had 
its ups and downs. But more and more 
he is impressing colleagues with his 
handling of 
one 
of 
the 
toughest 
assignments: 
chairmanship of 
the 
Finance Committee. 
The Louisiana Democrat has been 
Finance chairman for seven years, and 
associates say only a change in home- 
state politics—or Republican control of 
the Senate—could keep him 
from 
holding the job for life. He is 54. 
On the other hand, he is given little 
chance at leadership of the full Senate. 
He worked his way into the leadership 
structure in 1965, taking over as whip 
when Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey 
became vice president. 
But Long was not particularly active 
as 
whip. 
This, 
coupled 
with 
his 
sometimes-erratic 
behavior 
in 
the 
Senate and away from it, led to his 
ouster at the hands of Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy in 1969. Kennedy, in turn, was 
unseated two years later by Sen. 
Robert C. Byrd. 
Friends say one factor in Long’s 
momentary decline was his first wife, 
who did not care for life in Washington. 
Shortly after losing the whip’s job. 
Long was divorced by his wife and was 
remarried in December 1969 to Carolyn 
Bason, herself a veteran of 20 years as 
a Capitol Hill staffer. 
With this turn of events. Long im­ 
mersed himself in the Finance Com­ 
mittee’s work and his Senate career 
has been on the upswing since. Already 
he is gearing for a fifth Senate race 
next year. 
Finance has jurisdiction over some 
of the most important measures to 
come before the Senate: taxes. Social 
Security, welfare and foreign trade. 
Such bills originate in the House 
Ways and Means Committee, whose 
chairman, Rep. Wilbur D. Mills, D-

Problems in a symbol 


People have great capacity for 
viewing their lives in terms of 
symbols, 
which

organizers of the many complexities 
that we must deal with every day.

A current example 
is President Nixon’s frequent use of 
the phrase “ peace with honor” to 
characterize the agreement in 
Vietnam. 


Symbols, however, are a two-edge 
sword.

Johnson’s 
frequent 
reference to the “ commitment” the 
United States had in Vietnam was a 
prime mover in getting our country 
deeper and deeper into the war. No 
one w ill ever be able to say for sure 
whether this was true, but it seems 
not unlikely. Now one may wonder 
what behavior will result from the 
Nixon “ peace with honor” litany. 
What if things don’t go as we think 
they should: will it have to be said 
then that the peace was, after all, 
dishonorable? We know already that 
the ceasefire is not working as 
planned; fighting continues.

NEW YORK (AP) — CBS calls it a 
“ mini-cam.” NBC calls it a PCP 90. By 
any name, it’s a revolutionary new TV 
camera that’ll quicken the already 
brisk pace of television news coverage. 
It already is in use or scheduled for 
use in the news departments of the IO 
CBS and NBC-owned TV stations in the 
U.S. And others are watching to see 
how it works out. 
The camera, like news film cameras, 
is carried by one man. Like film 
cameras, it can be plugged into ex­ 
ternal power sources or run for two 
hours on a battery pack toted by the 
cameraman. 
But that’s where the similarity ends. 
The new camera can send live tran­ 
smissions on a small microwave an­ 
tenna carried on the cameraman’s 
backpack, although these tran s­ 
missions must be relayed by larger 
antennas to the television studios. 
The camera also can record events 
on videotape, reducing by as much as 
half the time now needed to develop 
and edit the film currently used by TV 
news teams on most stories. 
It’ll allow more live coverage of 
breaking stories simply because it 
doesn’t require the thick, heavy cables, 
large crews and huge, costly mobile 
units

Driving through fields of o ra n g e 
colored m arigolds under brilliant blue 
skies was a m em orable experience. 
First hint that we were nearing tequila 
country was a vista of blue and green 
fields. They were carpeted with the 
tequila plant which grows in endless 
rows over Jalisco's hills and valleys. 
The tequila plant is a m em ber of the 
agave family. I learned when I called 
at the venerable El Toro distillery in 
the little town of Adrenal. The plant 
resem bles a huge pineapple with spike­ 
like leaves about three feet high. 
Tequila plants, set about 3 feet apart, 
are cut down and harvested the year 
round. The plant takes from eight to IO 
years to m ature by which tim e the 
heart, the only part used by the 
distillers, weighs from 40 up to 200 
pounds. 
Jaim ie Ruiz, the distillery m anager 
who took over from his father and his 
grandfather 
before him , 
took 
me 
through the plant built of adobe bricks. 
F irst step 
is to bake the tequila 
hearts in large ovens until they turn 
brown. After they have cooled, the 
hearts are crushed land the juice ex­ 
tracted. The liquid is allowed to fer­ 
m ent for 72 hours in 500-gallon wooden 
vats, then distilled again in copper pot 
stills. 
The liquid is stored in oak barrels 
holding about 50 gallons each and 


allowed to m ature up to six years. The 
quality depends on the age. 
The traditional m ethod of drinking 
tequila in Mexico is a fascinating 
ritual. A M exican will wet his hand at 
the base of his thum b and sprinkle salt 
on it. He will then hold a glass of te­ 
quila between thum b and forefinger. 
Then using the sam e hand, he places 
a quarter of a lim e between forefinger 
and index finger. Finally, in three 
quick motions, he licks the salt, tosses 
down the tequila and sinks his teeth 
into the lime. 
The average North A m erican m ight 
find this method of drinking a little 
confusing, 
but 
fo rtu n a te ly 
an 
im aginative Mexican 
bartender in­ 
vented the M argarita cocktail, which is 
beginning to rival 
the 
m artini 
in 
popularity in some U.S. bars. Here is a 
recipe for this unusual drink. 
112 ounce tequila 


12 ounce Triple Sec 
I ounce fresh lime or lemon juice 
Shake w ith sh av ed ice. B efore 
drinking, moisten the rim of your 
cocktail glass with lim e of lemon rind, 
then spin m oistened rim in a bed of salt 
and sip over salted edge. Good with 
anchovy and hardboiled egg slices on 
toast.

ST. LOUIS (AP) — In the 1880s this 
city first earned its reputation as the 
“art glass capital of the world.” 
And in recent years the increasing 
popularity of art glass has only served 
to confirm how much that title was 
deserved. 
“We’re definitely in a renaissance 
period,” said Ray Other, co-owner of 
the Unique Art Glass Co. “I think we’ve 
put art glass windows in half the 
restaurants in St. Louis over the past 
few years and it seems like we’re doing 
windows in four to five homes a week. ” 
Just how popular art glass is was 
shown last summer when a number of 
old windows were reported stolen from 
homes and apartments in the city. 
A 3-foot by 5-foot old style window

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Park litter may pile up 


COLUMBUS. Ohio (A P )— Ohio may 
play a dirty trick on 45 million visitors 
to its state parks this year. 
The litter left by this record number 
of visitors may just be allowed to stack 
up—a little object lesson in outdoor 
housekeeping. 
“ We have talked about just letting it 
pile up for a week," said William B. 
Nye. Ohio's director of Natural 
Resources, “ to let people see the 
problems litter causes." 
Nye smiled and admitted: 
“ We 
haven't decided to do it yet.” 
It may be winter, but Nye and his 
department are gearing up for a record 
season in the system of 61 year-round 
state parks spread around Ohio. 
There will be some new facilities this 


year and some expanded amenities for 
1973's expected record visitor rush— 
normally running at full flood from 
May 30 through Labor Day. 
There were 40 million last year—2 
million more than the previous year— 
but Nye said adverse weather ham­ 
pered attendance. This year, with more 
parks and facilities and with good 
weather, he said, he is confident of the 
projected record. 
New facilities include Barkcamp 
State Park near St. Clairsville which 
has a new beach, a parking area near 
the beach, picnic areas, and roads to 
service them. 
Tinkers Creek in Portage County will 
be opening, and will feature new camp 
grounds. 
U.S. raw steel production 
at or near record levels 


CLEVELAN D , Ohio (A P)— Raw 
steel production in the United States 
has been at or near record levels this 
year. Industry’ Week magazine said 
today. 
It said that after setting a record in 
January, production reached the 
second highest mark ever chalked up 
for February. 
The magazine said January’s record 
amount was 12,384,000 net tons and it 
estimated the February output at 11.6 
million tons, second only to the 11,795,- 
000 tons in February 1968. 


Industry Week said that while 
demand for steel is heavy it is intense 
only for products, mainly sheets and 
strip, that make up about two-thirds of 
mill shipments. 
“ Ironically, it’s on sheets and strip 
that the price line is being held," it 
added. “ For the second time, the 
guarantee of prices on these products 


has been extended-this time until June 


I . ” 
The magazine said the strong raw 
steel production in January was not 
limited to the United States. 
“ Increases in January this year over 
January 1972 were recorded in all 
except three of the 24 countries that are 
members of the International Iron & 
Steel Institute,” it continued. 
Industry Week estimated last week's 
raw steel production in the United 
States at 2.929,000 net tons compared 
with the preceding week's 2,908,000 
tons. 
“ With steel mills backing away from 
offerings of high-priced scrap, the 
upward trend in scrap prices has been 
reversed,” Industry Week said.

Your O hio Income Tax 


These are the most frequently asked 
questions about the new Ohio personal 
income tax prepared by the Ohio 
Department of Taxation. 
Q. I am an employer who pays 
bonuses. Do I w ithhold the Ohio income 
tax and at what rate? 
A. Withholding agents should use at 
least a 2 per cent 
flat rate for 
withholding on supplemental payments 
such as bonuses, commissions and 
compensation other than regular 
wages and salaries. 
Q. I live in West Virginia and work in 
Ohio. Do I owe Ohio any income tax? 
A. No, wages and compensation will 
be taxed in the state of residence. This 
is in conformity with the Reciprocal 
Agreement which means that residents 
of Ohio working in a reciprocal state or 
a resident of a reciprocal state working 
in Ohio pay the tax in the state where 
they live. 
Q. What are the states with which 
Ohio has reciprocity? 
A. The states are: Michigan, In­ 
diana, Kentucky, West Virginia and 
Pennsylvania. Note: Ohio entered into 
the agreement with Pennsylvania 
during 1972 which wasn’t effective until 
January I, 1973. 
Q. I am a Michigan resident who 
worked in Ohio and mistakenly had the 
Ohio tax qithheld. W ill I be able to 
obtain a refund from Ohio and if so 
how? 
A. Yes, you will be able to receive a 
refund from Ohio. The procedure to be 
used is to file the Ohio return, in­ 
dicating that you are a resident of the 
reciprocal state and owe no tax to Ohio. 
Q. I am an Ohio resident who 
receives income from rental property 
located outside the state on which I pay 
that state's income tax. Do I also have 
to pay the Ohio income tax? 
A. No, residents of Ohio may take a 
credit against the tax for income 
subjected to a tax in another state. The 
credit will be the same proportion as 
the income taxed in another state is to 
the Ohio Adjusted Gross Income. 
Q. Is there a credit for nonresident 
taxpayers also? 
A. Yes, the credit is in proportion to 
the income allocated outside Ohio 
bears to the total Ohio adjusted gross 
income. Note: For special instructions 
on allocation write to: State of Ohio, 
Department of Taxation, P. O. Box 
2476, Columbus, Ohio 43216.

Income tax? 
A. Yes, as a resident of Ohio you are 
subject to the state income tax. This is 
consistent with the treatment given by 
many of the states who have an income 
tax. (Forty-four states at the present 
time.) 


Q. Is it possible to obtain an extension 
to file my Ohio personal income tax 
return? 
A. Yes, by submitting a copy of the 
form requesting a federal extension, 
you will also be granted an extension of 
time to file by the state.

The 
Lions bow out of the 1972-73 campaign 
with a 10-9 all-games record and 
finished second in the 45th South 
Central Ohio League championship 
race. 
While the speedy Silver Knights were

Difficulty in Swallowing 


I have noticed that for the past few 
years I have more and more difficulty 
in swallowing large pieces of meat and, 
particularly, dry food. 
How do I go about finding the reason 
for this so that this unpleasant feeling 
will not get worse? 
Mr. P. N.,Ga. 
Dear Mr. N.: 
The problem of difficulty in 
swallowing is known as dysphagia. 
Often, people can actually point to 
the exact spot in the chest where they 
think the food becomes stuck. This is 
helpful to the doctor who now pursues 
his studies to find the basic reason. 
Occasionally, children are born with 
congenital defects and anatomical 
deformities. Their difficulty in 
swallowing is recognized immediately 
and steps must be take to remove the 
condition. 
Adults who develop dysphagia may 
have obstruction for a variety of 
reasons. 
Sometimes, there occurs a small 
pouch, or diverticulum, of the 
esophagus that carries food from the 
mouth to the stomach. A weakness of 
the muscular wall of the esophagus is 
responsible for this. 
TTiere are also many neurological 
and unusual medical conditions which, 
strangely, are responsible for difficulty 
in swallowing. 
A hiatus hernia and a local in­ 
flammation of the lining of the 
esophagus are other reasons for the 
problem you describe. 
There are many precise and ex­ 
cellent methods for studying the 
reasons for dysphagia. 
It is possible to do the most delicate 


studies of the lining of the esophagus by 
X-ray. An instrument can be placed 
directly into the esophagus. Through 
this, biopsies of tissue can be made. 
X-ray movies can show the speed 
with which food passes through. With 
these and other exact tests, the basic 
cause for dysphagia is easily deter­ 
mined. Only in this way can persistent 
difficulty in swallowing be adequately 
treated. 


I had an accident and broke three 
ribs. Then I was told that air seeped 
around my lungs. 
I am only 18 years old. Does this 
mean that I will be left with a per­ 
manent hole in my lungs? 
J.S.,Pa. 
Dear J.: 
I will try to clarify the problem you 
present and help reassure you that this 
condition will probably not affect you 
for the rest of your life. 
You have had what is known as 
pneumothorax, meaning an ac­ 
cumulation of air around the lungs that 
temporarily stays pocketed within the 
chest. 
An injury to the chest wall, with or 
without a fracture of the ribs, can 
cause air to escape from the lungs and 
lie in the chest wall. 
There are also a number of com­ 
plicated lung conditions that can cause 
spontaneous pneumothorax without 
any related injury. 
Sometimes artificial pneumothorax 
is created for the treatment of some 
types of tuberculosis. 
You need not be concerned that you 
have been left with any permanent 
problem, once the condition is healed.

I have a letter from a Seattle fan in 
which he expresses his admiration for 
the way I bid Hand No. 30 in the world 
championship match between Sweden 
and the United States in 1953.
